Look At The Record! 


An Editorial 


N 1930 the “emergency” Prime Minister, Right Honor- 

able R. B. Bennett, K.C., used the special powers granted 
for “Peace, Order and Good Government” to place the en: 
tire resources of the state behind the financial institutions 
and protected industries and left the Canadian people to 
weather the storm as best they could. 


Laws were changed to break wage contracts, hundreds 
of thousands were thrown out of employment, millions of 
citizens were impoverished while primary producers 
through a vicious, dishonest “Sound Money” policy lost 
from one-half to three-quarters of their purchasing power. 


Not a single gesture was made to cut into the exorbi- 
tant interest charges which ruined the value of every 
home, farm and business property in Canada. Loud, bom- 
bastic, cruel and base mouthings about Canadians not 
| being welchers were shouted by every usurer from the 
Prime Minister down to our own local hirelings. Sanctity 
of TAX FREE WAR BONDS was defended by the same 
crowd of “Sound Money” beneficiaries. 


The Liberal party, in 1935, swept into power on a 
slogan, MAKE MONEY YOUR SERVANT AND NOT 
YOUR MASTER. The people of Canada have a right to 
demand that the Liberal party make good that promise. 


Mr. Justice W. R. Howson, when Alberta Liberal 
leader, campaigned for three years on a platform of Debt 
and Interest Reduction and not postponement, as was the 
policy of the old “Sound Money” U. F. A. government. 


The Edmonton Bulletin for six years has fought for 
a policy of Monetary Reform as a simple act of justice to 
the primary producers and the people who work for a 
living. 

Premier Aberhart won the Alberta elections and put 
into effect the Liberal policy of Debt and Interest Reduc- 
tions and deserves full credit and support for doing so, 


Parliament must use its overwhelming mandate to 
make currency and credit cheap and actually available for 
every form of constructive effort. Money in itself is not 
purchasing power nor, when rightly used, is it a com- 
modity. Production is the only purchasing power—money 
should merely be the medium of exchange.

OTTAWA, Oct. 5—Announce- 
ment of new air services between 
Winnipeg and Vancouver oper- 
ating en regular schedule is ex- 
pected to follow the inspection 
flight upon which Hon. C. D. 
Howe, minister of transportation 
is now engaged. 

The Winnipeg to Vancouver 
section is designed as the first 
unit of the 20-hour trans-Canada 
service to be inaugurated in 1937 
in an international program that 
will bring Vancouver within 
slightly more than ‘28 hours of 
Lendon, 

Eastern Canada airports and 
landing fields will not be ready 
for the Winnipeg to Halifax and 
St. John service until July of 
1937 it is announced and neither 
will the equipment needed for the 
air be available until then. 

The transcontinental flight will 
probably be made in six hops of 
about 500 miles each, with feeder 
lines running to the main route at 
these stops. Though no definite 
mapping of the route and stops 
has been made it is believed that 
Toronto will link up with the 
west route at North Bay and with 
the east at Montreal.
